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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 1 is allowed because prior art fails to teach or make obvious a double 

crystal analyzer linkage, comprising: 

first and second linkages sliding in a first and second pathways of a right angle 
slide and connected respectively to a first and second means to secure a first and 
second diffracting crystals so as to constrain planar surfaces of the diffracting crystals to 
remain parallel to one another as a first and second movable axis pivot points move 
along the first and second placed apart, parallel linear pathways; 

an in-line slide connected to and pivoting about the fixed pivot point, the in-line 
slide having third and fourth pathways passing therethrough parallel to but spaced apart 
from one another; and 

third and fourth linkages sliding in a third and fourth pathways, respectively, and 
connected respectively to the first and second means to secure the first and second 
diffracting crystals so as to constrain the diffracting crystals to be equidistant from the 
fixed pivot point as the first and second movable axis pivot points move along the 
spaced apart, parallel linear pathways as claimed including all of the limitations of claim 
1 . Claims 2-12 are allowed by virtue of their dependence.
